CHILL SOUP quickly and 
freeze in meal-size amounts, 
using moisture-vapor-proof 
containers such as Freezettes. 
Leave headspace for expansion 
during freezing. 

"Freezettes are slightly 
tapered for easy removal of 
solidly frozen 9 foods," , Ms. 

"And 
since they're molded of boil- 
able plastic, they- can even be 
set in a pan of boiling water to 
thaw and heat contents."

Course at 
High School 

The • new ■ law concerning 
snowmobile operators, in es- 
sence, says that no child under 
the age of 10 may operate a 
snowmobile, 

A child between the ages of 10 
and 12 may operate a 
snowmobile only if accompan- 
ied by an adult; and from ages 
of 12 to 16 years, they may 
operate a snowmobile if 
accompanied by an adult or .may 
' operate as an individual if they 
have successfully completed a 
State Safety Education Course 
for snowmobiling. 

In order to help young people 
qualify, the Illinois Department 
of Conservation will offer the 
8-hour course at Antioch High 
School. The course will be given 
on Dec. 29-30 and Jan. 2 at the 
high school, 9 a.m. to 12 noon;
